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Students prepare skills for 
a future educating young

While many Tri-college seniors may ex- 
pect to cruise through the first few weeks 
of school, some senior elementary educa- 
tion students are discovering they do not 
have it that easy. 

These students are gearing up for their 
required semester of student teaching. 
Before the full-time teaching starts, the 
students prepare by taking Advanced 
Clinical Microteaching and Instructional 
Adaptations for Exceptional Children. S. 
Mary Angela Buser, instructor and coor- 
dinator of Teaching Placement at Clarke 
said the classes are an essential step for 
the students because they coincide with 
the practical aspect of teaching. She also 
said that the students have already had 21/2 
to three years of curriculum and instruction 
to get to this point. 

Buser who co-teaches the Microteaching 
class with Dr. Dolores Reihle of Loras Col- 
lege explains that the Microteaching class 
allows Tri-college students to teach a 
lesson for 15 minutes, two days a week at 
St. Anthony’s in Dubuque. The students 
are videotaped and critiqued in order to im- 
prove their teaching skills. She also said 
that the Instructional Adaptation course, 
which is taught on the University of Dubu- 
que campus teaches the students to deal 
with children of special needs. 

“By integrating the liberal arts 
background into their classes, the students 
find a basis for enrichment in the total cur- 
riculum”’ Buser said. 

Students currently enrolled in these 
classes share their views on what is most 
helpful and important to them.
